When the Army decided to severely cut 
back operations at the Charles Melvin 
Price Support Center in Granite City, it 
did not take into consideration all the mil- 
itary units and federal agencies that use 
the facility, according to U.S. Rep. Jerry 
Costello 

Costello, along with local mayors and 
other civic leaders, testified at the center 
Tuesday morning before a fact-finding 
panel headed by local Base Realignment 
and Closure Commission member Lee 
Kling of St, Louis = 

On March 1, the Army recommended 
the closure of the Aviation and Troop 
Command in St. Louis. Providing services 
to ATCOM is one of the Price Center’s 
primary responsibilities. Under the 
Army’s proposal, the Price Center would 
be closed except for a small area for 
reserve units. 

The BRAC will hold another hearing 
this weekend in St. Louis. A regional 
hearing is set for April 12 in Chicago. The

sure recommendations to President Bill 
Clinton by July 1 

At a press conference after testifying, 
Costello said he opposed the relocation of 
ATCOM, but even if ATCOM leaves the 
St. Louis area, the Price Center should 
remain open 

He said in 1993 the BRAC decided it 
was too expensive to relocate ATCOM 

“We believe that if it was too costly to 
move in 1993, that it is too costly to move 
it in 1995,"” Costello said. ‘‘We very clear- 
ly will tell the commission that we want 
them to take a look at the logic and cost 
of relocating ATCOM from the St. Louis 
region.”” 

He said he other supporters of the 
Price Center will also make the point that 
even without ATCOM, the Price Center is 


a “vital, viable operation in country’s 
defense."

A 22-year-old Washington Park man 
should be sentenced to death for his role 
in a 1993 mass murder, a Madison County 
jury recommended Wednesday 

‘The jury, finding that there were no 
mitigating circumstances, recommended 
the death penalty on each of the five 
counts on which Sherrell Towns had been 
convicted 

As he was led from the courtroom 
Wednesday, Towns proclaimed his inno- 


cence, saying none of the witnesses had 
ever seen him- 


‘Towns will be sentenced by Madison 


County Chief Judge Charles Romani Jr 

Special prosecutors Keith Jensen and 
Duane Bailey had sought the death penal- 
ty for Towns for the Nov. 17, 1993, execu- 
tion-style slaying of five men in an Eagle 
Park trailer court. 

‘Towns was convicted of gunning down 
four men in one trailer during a botched 
attempt to steal drug money. He also is 
accused of shooting to death an innocent 
bystander who lived in a trailer next 

r. 


Madison County Public Defender John 
Rekowski, who is representing Towns on 


the death penalty, said the sentence 
would automaticaily be appealed and 
indicated there were grounds for having 
the verdict reversed 

“There are definitely some things we 
want to take up (on appeal),” he said. 

Towns’ accomplices, Remon Williams, 
22, of East St. Louis, and Michael Cole- 
man, 23, of Venice, were convicted of 
murder in October. Williams is facing the 
death penalty and Coleman is facing life 
in prison. The two will be sentenced in 
April by Madison County Associate Judge 
3. Lawrence Keshner. 


After returning the guilty verdicts Tues- 
day against Towns, the jury sat through 
several hours of hearings and testimony 
concerning the death penalty 

The jury had ruled earlier that Towns 
was eligible for the death penalty earlier 
in the day. 

Several relatives of the victims took the 
stand to describe the effects of the kill-; 

ings.

Harrison has pledged to 
incorporate a schedule for oiling 
and chipping streets so that each 
street is resurfaced every four 
years. He also said he will 
continue to pulverize asphalt and 
reconstruct as many roads as 
his budget. will allow. He 
supports the city’s recent return 
to cleaning clogged residential 
sewer laterals, a service 
discontinued in 1992. 

Harrison said he plans to 
continue drainage 
improvements, televising and 
repairing main sewer lines, 
patching blacktop, and an 
employee scholarship program. 

He said he will extend ‘ee 
limb pickup by bundles until 
June and solve a Fehling Road 
sewer problem that causes raw 
sewage to occasionally spill into 
the road. :

She was terminated, and the 
unemployment hearings referee found that her ac- 
tions constituted misconduct disqualifying her from 
unemployment compensation. d 


The Circuit Court found that the employer had not 
been harmed by her actions and noted that the plain- 
tiff had ceased her actions after speaking to a 
company representative. Therefore the ircuit Court 
reversed the administrative decision of the referee 
and found that the employee was entitled to 
unemployment compensation benefits. 


Eventually this case wound up on appeal. The Ap- F 
pellate Court noted that misconduct is defined as the 
“deliberate and willful violation” of an emiployer's f 
work rule which harms the employer. The Appellate 
Court found that the evidence demonstrated that 
plaintiff's violations of safety rules were knowing and 
deliberate. In that the terminated employee was a 
production line supervisor, the Court noted that her F 
example to her subordinates in violating safety rules 
created a situation which suggested to them that 
safety rules could be ignored. Thus, she was guilty of 
misconduct which -disqualified“her from receiving 
unemployment compensation benefits.

In one recent case, the plaintiff was a production

The record showed that on January 25, 1992, the 
plaintiff was at work, but production was halted for 
several hours. One of the production machines was 
jamming. After unsuccessfully attempting to contact 
her immediate supervisor and the maintenance 
manager, the plaintiff put her hands into the machine 
to manually extract cartons. She did this so the 
machine would not jam and so production at the 
plant could resume. 

In putting her hands into the machine, she violated 
company safety rules. The plaintiff testified that she

Water system upgraded

Residents in the Mitchell Pub- 
lic Water District will be paying 
more for water, but will get 
improved service and maintain 
their present fire rating, accord- 
ing to district officials 

Beginning Feb. 1, the average 
residential water user began 
paying about $3 more per month 
for water. The increase is being 
used to pay for $500,000 in 
improvements to the system 

lanned improvements includ- 
ed installing 36 additional fire 
hydrants, looping most of the 
water lines, adding a second 
connection to the Illinois Ameri- 
can Water Co. and building a 
500,000 gallon storage tank. 

District Manager Ed Futch 
said the increase was needed to 
make improvements after a Chi- 
cago firm recommended down- 
grading the district’s fire insur- 
ance rating in 1987 because the 
water system was unable to 
deliver enough water. 

Downgrading the insurance 
rating would mean an increase 








in fire insurance premiums for 
all buildings within the district, 
which serves about 6,000 custom- 
ers in Mitchell and Pontoon 
Beach 

Improvements are planned in 
three phases, and most of the 
work has already been complet- 
ed, Futch said. 

‘The last part of phase two, the 
looping of water lines on Illinois 
3, should be completed sometime 
this week. The third phase — 
installing the water. storage tank 
— should be complete sometime 
in 1996, Futch said. 

He said one of the most impor- 
tant parts of the project is the 
second connection with the Illi- 
nois American Water Co., which 
supplies the district’s water 

“The second connection is 
essential to the district,’’ he 
said. “The only existing connec- 
tion will need repairs in the near 
future, and these repairs could 
cause the entire system to be 
shut down and all fire protec- 
tion, domestic and commercial 
consumption of water would 
cease.” 4

Open letter to parents: 

Recently, the laws concerning 
“Host Liability’’ have been 
changed. Are you aware that: 

»~ It is a Class A misdemean- 
or to knowingly allow a gather- 
ing of two or more persons at a 
residence who are under age 21 
and are drinking. There is a 
maximum fine of $1,000 and pos- 
sible jail time. 

.- Any person (age 21 or over) 
who pays for a hotel room, 
knowing the room will be used 
by any person under age 21 for 
consumption of alcoholic bever- 
ages, is liable for any injuries or 


damage caused by a person 


under age 21 

The penalty for people 
allowing someone under the 
influence to operate their vehi- 
cles is classified as a Class A 
misdemeanor and can mean up 
to one year in jail and fines up 
to $1,000. 

» Parents who allow access to 
alcohol to anyone under age 21 
are guilty of a Class A misde- 
meanor and a fine of $500 or 
more. 


Parents, you should also be 
aware of these laws and facts: 

If your child is under the 
age of 17 and driving past cur- 
few, their drivers license is 
invalid. The State of Illinois cur- 
few is 11 p.m. Sunday through 
Thursday, and midnight Friday 
through Saturday. When city and 
state curfew differ, the city cur- 
few is in effect. 

- We all know that is it illegal 
for anyone to transport alcoholic 
beverages in the passenger area 
of the vehicle less the bever- 
ages are in their original sealed 
containers.

Earlier this month we noted 
that the fast-approaching 1996 
Granite City centennial will 
bring to mind the long history of 
Nameoki. 

Dating back to the early 1800s, 
Nameoki was a township, an 
unincorporated settlement, a 
village, a city and, ultimately, 
Granite City’s merger partner. 

Nameoki was named for an 
Indian Princess, daughter of the 
chief of the Algonquins. Its site 
was immediately east of 
Nameoki Road 

The Nameoki area got its 
name in 1858 and its post office 
was opened in 1876 by Dr. T.J. 
Irish, the first Nameoki 
postmaster. 

Incorporation as a village took 

lace March 8, 1917. The village 

all was built on Nameoki Road 
in 1928. 

‘The village changed to a city 
government in March 1949, 
elected new officials that May, 
and then becdme part of Granite 
City in November 1949. 

As early as 1882, Nameoki had 
a thriving business district that 
included Dr. Irish’s drug store, 
the post office, a hotel operated 


by B.F. Squires, Henry Pretzel’s 


blacksmith shop and the frame 
meeting hall of Six Mile Lodge 
87 of the International Order of 
Odd Fellows.

‘But even if a high school ump 
does not follow expanding the 
strike zone a bit, games will

the National Federation of High 


| Schools adopting a rule that 
| worked last year for college 


teams. This rule forces batters 
to keep at least one foot in the 
batter’s box between pitches 

Thus, a batter will not be 
allowed to step out of the 
batter’s box to do such things as 
knock dirt from his spikes or 
take practice swings or waste 
time taking signals from a 
coach. 


“WE'VE ALWAYS HAD a 
20-second rule for pitchers," said 
Johnston in explaining the logic 
that now is similar for the 
batter. 

‘The penalty for a batter 
delaying the game or not being 
in the batter’s box when he is 
supposed to will be a called 
strike on a thrown pitch. 

Amazingly, Johnston even 
gutlined the events that could 
lead to two strikes being called 
on the same pitch. 

“Let's say with a three-ball 
count on the batter, he steps out 
of the batter’s box as if to start 
his walk to first base prior to a 
pitch crossing home plate," said 
Johnston. “If the pitch is a 
strike and he’s penalized for 
being out of the batter’s box, it 
could be called two strikes.”’ 

Obviously, that’s not likely to 
happen in a game, but 2 couple 
of years ago when the IHSA 
went along with the Federation 
rule that allowed a team to 
conclude a game with eight 
players, similar thoughts were 
expressed. 


EXTRA INNINGS: In urging 
coaches to follow a rule that 
forces them to list on a 
scorecard the names of all 
players in uniform and their 
numbers, Johnston noted the 
intent was for more than the / 
ease in recording substitutions. 

“Players and coaches who are 
ejected for unsportsmanlike 
conduct will face a one-game 
suspension starting after July 1, 
1995,”’ said Johnston. ‘We're all 
going to have to get into the 

abit of doing such.” 

The interpreter also reminded 
umpires that it’s their 
responsibility to report to the 
IHSA all ejections — whether of 
a player, coach or spectator. 
That made this observer 
chuckle, since I would have liked 
to have seen what the IHSA 
would have done last spring had 
Lbeen more discreet in moun 
the use of smokeless tobacco by 
members of the state champion 
Joliet Catholic team.
